4. Material — Mild steel sheet, cold-rolled; or aluminium. 

5. Workmanship and Finish — The band shall be cut to size as shown in Fig. 1. It shall be 
reasonably flat and the surfaces shall be free from defects. The cut edges shall bo rounded by 
grinding or filing. The final bending, tilting and flattening of seat of the band shall be done to suit 
the requirements of the individual at the lime of fitting the brace. 
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6. Marking — Each band shall be marked with the following: 

a ) Manufacturer's name, initials or recognized trade-mark; and 
b ) Size of the band. 

6.1 Certification Marking - Details available with the Bureau of Indian Standards. 

7. Packing — As agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier.
